E D U C A TIO N A L M ATTERS. 


T h ird D a y ’* S ession o f th e E d u ca tio n a l 
A sso cia tio n . 
S t. P a u l , July 10th.—The third day’s 
session of the Educational Association was 
called to order prom ptly. A nother im ­ 
mense crowd was present. The Committee 
on Dominations reported in favor of W ill­ 
iam R. G arrett of Nashville as President. 
Among the Vice-Presidents are J. M. Baker 
of Denver and E. S. McElroy of Salem, Or. 
The Secretary is E. H. Cook of New Bruns­ 
wick, N. J., and a Director is chosen from 
each State represented in the Convention. 
A rchbishop Ireland of St. Paul read the 
first paper on the topic ‘ State and School 
—Is Union Between Them Im possible?” 
In the opening speech he declared his loy­ 
alty to the Constitution. 
H e said he up­ 
held the parish school, but would have all 
schools State schools. 
The im parting of 
instruction to the child prim arily was the 
fanction of the parent. The State inter­ 
venes whenever the 
family could, or 
would, not do the work needed 
H e unre­ 
servedly favored State laws inakiDg instruc­ 
tion compulsory. 
Oscar H . Cooper, State Superintendent of 
the Schools of Texas, read the next paper 
on the sam e general subject. Cooper held 
that compulsory education laws contravene 
the development of American institutions, 
viz., the m inim um of the law thoroughly 
enforced with a m axim um of freedom, 
rather than compulsory laws. H e favored 
better schools. 
A general discussion on the subject of 
compulsory laws was participated in by 
Hon. Aaron Gove of Denver, H on. Jas. O. 
Pierce 
of 
Minneapolis, Superintendent 
McElroy of Oregon and State Superintend­ 
ent Thayer of W isconsin. 
This afternoon Commissioner of Educa­ 
tion Parris delivered an address to the 
Normal D epartm ent on the difierence be­ 
tween norm al and high school methods. 
The A rt D epartm ent elected Mrs. Han- 
hah D. Ohenson Carter of New York, Presi­ 
dent for the coming year; Miss Lillian 
Jacobs of Rockford. Illinois, Vice-Presi­ 
dent, and Professor Collins of Denver, Sec­ 
retary. 
Professor Alexander W inchell, of the 
Michigan 
University, 
advocated 
early 
education in geography before the depart­ 
m ent on elem entary education. 
Gustave Guttenberg of Pittsburg, fol­ 
lowed w ith a paper on the science of train­ 
ing in the prim ary and gram m ar depart­ 
ments. 
The m ain topic at the evening session 
was "T he Place and Function of the Agri­ 
cultural College.” Papers were read by 
D. L. K aihle of Minnesota and Lewis Mc- 
Louth of South Dakota. 
W hile this meeting was in session the 
alum ni of m any colleges and universities 
were meeting in social reunion.

S h e W ill G ain N o th in g b y F la u n tin g H er 
F lag. 
N ew Y o r k , July 10th.—A Tribune edito­ 
rial on Behring Sea, to morrow, will say 
that Congress has acted wisely in calling 
for correspondence on 
the controversy. 
This is evidence, says the editorial, that 
Lord Salisbury is advancing some most 
absurd contentions. There is some reason 
to believe that a certain ouality of menace 
is im parted to his latter tones. 
Some curious m ilitary and naval opera­ 
tions have been going on lately about our 
coast. Great Britain has been strengthen­ 
ing her splendid defenses at Halifax, in­ 
creasing her m ilitary and naval forces 
there, adding to her fleet at Bermudas and 
the Bahamas, and sending considerable of 
a squadron to Behring Sea. 
If she desires 
this display to be interpreted by the United 
States as a menace, she is engaged in a 
foolish and regretable business. 
It is not agreeable to a spirited people to 
feel that an effort is being made to awe 
them into submission by a display of en­ 
gines of force. W e can im agine no pro­ 
ceeding on England’s part more likely to 
convince the American people that Behring 
Sea is m are dausem than the presence of 
British gunboats in the neighborhood of 
our Pribyloff islands. 
We can fancy no demonstration adm ir­ 
ably calculated to unite this country in a 
resolute determ ination in its extrem e de­ 
m and than the sight of British cruisers 
hovering around our A tlantic coast. 
It is 
desirable that Great Britain should appre­ 
ciate this point. The Americans cannot 
suppose this unusual congress of war ships 
is an expression of genuine British friend­ 
ship ; but, whatever it means, is serves no 
good purpose, and the British G overnm ent 
will do itself a favor by ordering its cruisers 
away.

Russians occupying Corea, as was generally 
supposed when British ships began to puff 
into the harbor, the modest United States 
steamer Swatara, lying off Chemulpo, sent 
her officers and m arines to Seoul. They 
are now Jiviug in the K ing's palace. A d­ 
m iral B elknap wa3 appealed to oy the 
King for protection, and he prom ptly gave 
it. 
Commander McDowan and bis staff 
are feasting with the King and bis two 
American advisers, Denby and General 
Legendre.

The Swatara lies off the city flj-lDg the 
stars and stripes, and developments are 
anxiously watched for. The American na­ 
val authorities here have taken a great re­ 
sponsibility, and there is a probability that 
it the internal trouble takes a serious turn 
they will have to fight their wav out of the 
country.

IX THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g to n , July 10th.—The Senate resum ed 
the consideration oi the conference report on 
the riiver bill this m orning, an d was addrefsed 
by Morgan iu opposition to th e report. He did 
not know but th at the eflect of the vote to be 
taken to-day (if it should resu 't in the adoption 
of the conference hill) would n ot be really more 
fatal to the prospect of silver coinage in future 
th an the Act of 1873. 
The legislation of 1873 has been, he said, an 
act for the cold-blooded assassination of ’the 
silver dollar. It had been presided over by the 
sam e Senator whose "fine Italian h an d ” was to 
be seen in the conference bill. The bill was a 
total departure from the action of both the 
House and the Senate, and was essentially as 
new as if it had been a novel w ritten by the 
Senator from Ohio w ithin the last five days. 
Morgan w ent on to speak of legislation on all 
im portant m atters being 
no.v entirely con­ 
trolled by the Conference Committees and Com­ 
m ittees of A rbitration, whose proceedings were 
secret, so th a t if such com m ittees were bribed 
to the extent of 8100,000,000, no Senator would 
be perm itted to find it out. 
This statem ent was challenged, and caused 
some side talk betw een M organ, Allison aud 
Sherm an. 
Morgan resum ed his argum ent against the 
conference bill, aud called the attention of the 
iriends of Iree coinage, particularly of the Sena­ 
tor from Co'orado (Teller) to the fact th a t the 
sam e "fine Italian hand" w hich tram ed the Act 
ol 1873 was operated in the conference bill to 
destroy utterly any hope of th e rem onetization 
of silver so long as it rem ained unrepealed. 
Morgan predicted th at w hen others of the 
conferees cam e to realize w hat they had done 
they would feel like kicking them selves over a 
ten-acre field. The bill w ould m ouom etallize 
the country, and would m ake gold the only 
thing w ith which to pay debts or buy property. 
The craft of the Senator irom Ohio coulu not. 
after twelve m ouths’ consideration, have fixed 
up a bill th at would m ore thoroughly destroy 
silver forever as a money. 
Morgan spoke for three hours, and closed 
w iih an appeal to the Senators not to allow the 
Senator from Ohio (Sherm an) to th ru st his stil­ 
etto into silver. 
Call also argued against the conference re­ 
port. 
Plum b sjioke in its iavor. The conference 
bill would give the country as m uch money 
during the next year as free coinage would give. 
The bill is a long step in the right direction. It 
w as his belief tn a t if tbe bill becomes a law. so 
nicely and easily w ill it work, and so helpful 
w ill it be to tb e people of th e United 8tates, 
th a t the next step w ill be free coinage. He 
w ould vote for the coinage bill, regretting th at 
it is no belter. He was glad it is no worse. 
A fter further debate a vote was taken and the 
conference report agreed to—yeas 39, nays 26. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g to n , July 10th —In the House the 
Dem ocratic program m e was carried out by 
Outhw aite of Ohio, who rising to a poiDt of or­ 
der. said th at no quorum was present. 
The Speaker glanced over th e array of em pty 
seats and responded dryly, "P oint well tak en .” 
McCreary of K entucky moved a call of the 
House. 
He was not sustained by his party col­ 
leagues, however, and on a viva voee vote the 
m otion appeared to be lost. 
Allen ot M ichigan dem anded the ayes and 
noes. The yote resulted: Ayes 115. uoes 70. 
One hundred m em bers were announced as 
paired on this vote. A quorum having appeared 
McCreary m oved to dispense w ith further pro­ 
ceedings under the call, but was antagonized 
by his own side oi the House, aud on dem and 
of Bynum of Indiana the ayes and uoes were 
ordered. F urther proceedings under the call 
were dispensed w ith—aves 129 noes 59—aud 
the journal of yesterday's proceedings was 
read. 
Enloe of Tennessee osked to have the journal 
corrected, in th at it recorded th at on a certain 
vote be was present but did not vote. 
He said 
he was not present at any tim e during th at vole. 
Rogers of A rkansas m ade this a tex t for au at­ 
tack on the Speaker 
A few days ago, he said, 
the House had listened to hom ilies ou a free 
ballot and a fair count. W hy, a lair count 
could not be obtained even in the House. 
He 
then proceeded to quote from and com m ent 
upon Speeker Reed's article in th e Aorlh Amer­ 
ican Review ou contested elections. He regarded 
ihe article as au apology for the Elections 
Committee. 
Com m enting 
on the fact th at 
recently-seated m em bers voted for the Federal 
election bill, he said he was rem inded of the 
scriptural quotation, "W ell done, thou good 
and faithful servant enter thou into the service 
of the Lord,” poim ing to the Speaker. 
The Journal was then am ended as suggested 
by Enloe. 
F ithian and W illiam s of Illinois then rose to 
have the journal corrected, but tjieak er pro 
tem. Burrows recognized Cannon, who moved 
the approval of the journal, and dem anded the 
previous question. 
The previous question was 
ordered—JÜ1 to 58, the Speaker counting a 
quorum . 
Filliian aud W illism s th en spoke at some 
length about the error iu recording th eir names, 
botn stating they were not present during the 
roll call. 
Cannon replied thnt th at m ade no difference. 
If the rules cou.d be evaded by a m an stepping 
out of the House a second before his nam e was 
called, 
and 
stepping 
back after 
it 
bad 
been 
called, 
the 
rule 
am ounted 
to 
noihing. 
The 
gentlem an had been 
pres­ 
ent, 
to 
his 
own 
show ing, 
and 
even 
if lie was not, there was a quorum w ithout, so 
he (Cannon) did not see w hat harm there was 
in m oving tne previous question. Ever since 
iIbj; before yesterday the R epublicans have been 
try ing to do business. This m orniug the w itty 
gen lem an from A rkansas (Rogers) wasted nil 
hour scolding the R epublicans. It was obvious 
the Democrats did not w ant to legislate. Thev 
did not w ant the diplom atic and consular bill 
considered. If the gentlem en were absent on 
account of sickt ess he hoped they would speed­ 
ily recover and come back. 
If they w ere absent 
by leave of the House, he was satisfied thev 
would return, 'i here were im portant bills to he 
passed. There were sittiug w rongfully in this 
House m em bers not ent tied to sit here,* and the 
R epublicans owed it to them selves to seat the 
m en v h o w e ie entitled to s c 'ts in spite of all 
com m on scolds in 
view.

McMillin ot Tennessee contended that a m em ­ 
ber m ust be present and rem -e to vote, iu order

(Applause ou the Republi­ 
can side and cries of "Thom pson, Thom pson,” 
from the Democrats.] 
The journal was then approved—yeas 103, 
nays 81. 
The conference report on th e diplom atic and

Funslon of K ansas subm itted aD d the House 
passed the report on the agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill. 1 he House then w ent into Committee 
of the Whole on the “ laud gran: torfeiture bill.” 
M cAdooof New Jer. ey spoke of the efforts of 
the Democralic Bouses to forfeit the unearned 
land grants, and of the steady opposition (»f the 
Senate to these efforts. Now, b u h houses being 
in the coatrol of the R epublicans, a com pro­ 
m ise had been patched 
up. 
Tbe pending 
m easure m ight well be entitled a bill "to com ­ 
pound a felony w ith a railroad w hich has stolen 
the lands.” 


l ’endiug further discussion the com m ittee 
rose and the House adjourned. 


A T T H E C A P IT A L . 


In terv iew W ith R ep resen ta tiv e M orrow 
on V ariou s M atters. 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 10th.—Mr. Morrow 
was hard at work answering a pile of let­ 
ters that had accum ulated during his 
short stay at Cape May, when a California 
Associated l’ress representative called upon 
him to-uight. 
In answer to a question, 
Mr. Morrow said that the silver bill, as 
agreed upon by the Committee of Confer 
ence and adopted by the Senate to-day, was 
very satisfactory to him . 
It was a good 
bill. 
It was identical with the com­ 
promise 
measure 
which 
was at one 
time agreed upon 
by the 
Republican 
caucus, and if matters had transpired ac­ 
cording to his wish, the bill would have 
been a law by this time. 
Mr. Morrow had seen the purported in ­ 
terview with the new Chinese M inister to 
this country, in which the latter is made to 
say that the Chinese would adopt retalia­ 
tory measures and exclude American citi­ 
zens from the Chinese Empire. 
Mr. Morrow expresses belief that the 
tariff' bill will pass the Senate, and that 
then a conference of the California delega­ 
tion would be able to secure the restoration 
of the provisions in relation to sweet wines. 
The Republican party is friendly to the 
productive interests of our Coast, as’well as 
to all sections of the country. 
"T he sugar schedule will probably re­ 
m ain as it is, although I think therevenues 
required for paying pensions and other in ­ 
creased expenses of the Government would 
require tbe retention of a portion of the 
present sugar duties until such tim e as we 
might secure by proper treaties a fair re­ 
turn for whatever reduction we make in 
our duties. 
In other words, I would give 
some attention to Blaine's policy of ex­ 
tending our trade and commerce to other 
countries.” 
The California Associated Press corre­ 
spondent thought this would be a good op­ 
portunity of eliciting from Mr. Morrow an 
answer to the question which is now being 
propounded a m o D g the politicians of Cali­ 
fornia : "M r. Morrow, are you a candidate 
for the Governorship of California? I pre­ 
sum e you will not object to answer a fair 
question.” 
"N ot in the least, I will say to you just 
w hat I have written to a num ber of my 
friends who have urged me to m ake the 
race. 
I am not particularly auxious to 
continue in public life, aud during the five 
years I have been in Congress my business 
in San Francisco has been carried on 
in 
a desultory 
way and 
has 
hardly 
been satisfactory to me. I feel I canno’t 
afford to continue in CoDgress, and under 
the circumstances would not be warranted 
in accepting another nom ination, even 
though it should be tendered me. 
As for 
the Governorship, I will not make any 
effort to secure the nom ination. My friends 
are urging me to run. I am not disposed 
to enter the canvass seeking the nom ina­ 
tion. 
Still, I 
am 
not insensible to 
the 
duty 
and 
honor 
connected 
with 
the Governorship 
of that great 
State, and if the nomination were accorded 
me, I would feel it my duty to accept. 
I 
feel confident the Republican party will 
elect their State ticket, including a major 
ity of the members of the Legislature, 
which will return our Republican Senator. 
There will, therefore, be an opportunity for 
the successful candidate to carry out a pol­ 
icy of economy and wise adm inistration 
that would be beneficial to the best inter­ 
ests of the State. The last Legislature was 
Democratic, and exceedingly extravagant in 
its legislation. Governor W aterman (Re­ 
publican) did the best he could to preven 
this extravagance. 
W ith a Republican 
Legislature this difficulty would not occur 
to such an extent. 
I think tax payers 
realize the responsibility attached to the 
coming election, and will consider it well 
in m aking State and county nominations. 
Under such circumstances a gubernatorial 
nom ination would be a com plim ent which 
no one in political life would be at liberty 
to decline. 
There are, however, other 
candidates for Governor, who have strong 
claims for consideration, and who will be 
supported with a view of giving the State 
an able and energetic adm inistration ot its 
affairs.” 


A M E R IC A N C ATTLE. 


V eterin a ry Surgeon» to In sp ect T h ose 
E x p o rted to E n glan d . 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 10th—The Depart­ 
m ent of State, at the suggestion of Secretary 
Rusk, has effected an arrangem ent for the 
appointm ent of three veterinary inspectors 
for the purpose of inspecting all American 
cattle landing in Great Britain. The Secre­ 
tary said to-day that the resolutions of the 
British Government upon imported beef 
cattle from this country on the groundless 
plea of the continued existence of con­ 
tagious cattle diseases in the United States, 
were unjustifiable, and had lasted long 
enough. H e now proposed to prove to the 
satisfaction of tbe British authorities that 
no disease exists in this country to w arrant 
these restrictions. 
If m aintained, in spite 
of this evidence, some other cause m ust be 
assigned for them .

T h o u sa n d s o f P e o p le Hónrele»» and In

P o r t o f S p a in , June 27th.—Details con­ 
cerning the destruction of the town of Fort 
I)e France, on the French island of M ar­ 
tinique. are just received. 
Im m ediately 
after the catastrophe Governor Casse of 
M artinique sent an appeal for assistance to 
the Governor of Trinidad, Sir W illiam 
Robinson, assuring him that three-fourtha 
of the town was burned and more than 
5,000 persons were without homes and 
food. Aid was at once sent. 
The fire occurred June 22d. Steamers 
were at once sent from St. Pierre to help 
fight the fire, but arrived too late to be of 
much 
assistance. 
Seventeen 
hundred 
houses were destroyed, valued at $2 400,000, 
and furniture, etc , valued at $600,000—in 
all $3,000.1X10. 
It is impossible at this m om ent to tell 
the num ber of victims. Twelve bodies 
have been recovered, many charred beyond 
recognition. 
Others are fearfully m uti­ 
lated. 
Fifteen soldiers are receiving atten­ 
tion at the hospital. 
Many were seriously 
—one fatally—wounded. 
A num ber of 
civilians were wounded considerably. 
Fully three-quarters of tbe town was 
destroyed and seven-eighths of the inhabi­ 
tants are homeless. 
Among the public buildings destroyed 
are the Poor House, Cathedral, Custom 
House. Town H all, Convent of De St. Jo ­ 
seph. Bureau Des Reuves, Inspection Le 
Genie, slaughter-house and the 
Pointe 
Simon. A celebrated library was also de­ 
stroyed. 
The various British West Indian Islands 
have prom ptly aided with grants oi money 
to their afflicted sister colony. 


H O USE O F LO RDS.

L o n d o n , July 10th.—In the House of 
Lords this evening Lord Salisbury moved 
a second reading of the bill providmg for 
tbe cession of Heligoland to Germany. 
H e generally belittled its importance to 
England, and magnified the advantages to 
be derived from its transfer. 
Referring to the African clauses in th e 
Anglo-German agreement, he argued that 
as long as W itu was in the bands of an­ 
other power the English interests to th e 
northward could be interfered with. 
U n­ 
der the convention there was not the 
slightest chance for such interference until 
the confines of Europe were reached. 
H e 
urged that an exclusive English protecto­ 
rate over Zanzibar would assist in the sup­ 
pression of the slave trade and develop 
the commerce of England and 
India. 
There was no reason, he said, to appre­ 
hend any difficulty over the convention 
with any European power. 
After debate by Lord 
Rosebery and 
Earl Kimberly the bill passed to a second 
reading.

ME. STANLEY'S SUGGESTION. 
Henry M. Stanley advises against the 
plan of Cardinal Lavigiere, to crush the 
slave trade of Africa through the agency 
of a crusade. On the contrary, he says 
that such a scheme would fail, that no 
large body of Europeans could march 
through Africa and pursue the slavers 
with any sort of success. Mr. Stanley’s 
plan is for the nations to unite in prevent­ 
ing the importation of gunpowder into 
Africa except for the use of their own 
employes, or soldiers. The slavers will 
thus he unarmed and compelled to rely 
upon bows, arrows, spears and clubs, in 
the use of which the natives are more 
skilled than the Arabs .tad the black 
slavers. The former would thus be en­ 
abled to deiend themselves, and would not 
only do so successfully, hut follow up and 
drive out or exterminate the last of the 
man-stealers. 
There is sense in this proposition ; the 
banditti raid native villages more because 
they are armed in a superior m anner; de­ 
prive them of powder, and they at once 
become the weaker body and will have to 
retreat before the spears and arrows of the 
natives. It is the gunpowder that civil­ 
ization furnishes the slavers that is re­ 
sponsible for the horrors of the slave-trade 
against which the same civilization pro­ 
tests. 
The horrors of this slave-trade are not 
thoroughly understood by civilized people. 
I-rom Ugarrowwa and Ipoto hands of raid­ 
ers go out twice a year and burn native 
villages, butcher the old, dash out the 
brains oí infants, and hind in chains in 
long rows the youths and middle-aged. 
As they are marched across the deserts 
and through the forests from 50 to 70 per 
cent, fall from want of food, fatigue and 
thirst, or are cut down hv their cruel 
captors. 
Vast tracts have been devastated by 
these raiders and scarcely a hut left stand­ 
ing. .Stanley estimates that the Many- 
uemn headmen from Ipoto have destroyed 
the villages in from -10,000 to 50,000 
square miles. Three-fourths of the great 
forests of the Congo have by the Arabs 
and the heartless blacks who engage in 
the traffic, been divided lietween them for 
the purposes of plunder. 
Slaves and 
ivory are their prizes, and they stop at 
nothing to secure them. 
Such men as 
Tippoo-Tib employ hundreds of ruffians, 
and with armed caravans scour the coun­ 
try. To expect to conquer and drive out 
these men with a hand of 700 picked 
white men, strange to the country and not 
acclimated, Stanley pronounces the bight 
•of absurdity. He points out that 14,000 
picked English soldiers under the com­ 
mand of one of the most skilled Generals, 
failed to rescue the Soudan garrisons; but 
Gordon, with a white wand and six fol­ 
lowers penetrated to the heart of the 
country and reached the garrisons that 
the armies could not relieve. 
It remains now to be seen if the greed 
of Europeans and their love for the silver 
and gold of the slavers, will permit the 
adoption of Stanley’s plan—the exclusion 
of gunpowder from Africa. For, from the 
explorer’s explicit statement, it is made 
certain that the slave trade is now main­ 
tained upon the commerce in gunpowder, 
carried on by the very people who are 
most loudly exclaiming against the slavers. 


A PLUCKY LOYEE. 
A gentleman who came across the water 
to meet his affiance 1. a few hours after 
arrival walked in a Montreal park with 
her at dusk and there in the shadow of 
the trees he kissed her. Just then two 
men, wearing no iusigna of office, came up 
and attempted to seize the swain. He 
thereupon proceeded to knock down one 
assailant. The other one hail meanwhile 
attempted to seize the lady, who fled. The 
lover had then two to deal with, and he 
thrashed them both soundly, hut was 
finally overcome and thrown into prison. 
The ladv was also found and placed in a 
cell. When the lover, who with his affi­ 
anced, proved to he decent people and 
standing well in their communities, was 
brought to trial next day, he admitted the 
kissing, but pleaded an excuse, whereupon 
the Judge, Recorder d’Montignty, inter­ 
rupted him, saying in broken English with 
his French accent, that English people 
must live up to their own staudard of 
morality, of which they bragged so loudly. 
They were fond of reproaching the French 
with laxity of morals, while they pre­ 
tended to be very rigid. A park at night 
was no place for kissing, he said, and then 
£ned Gordon $15 and the lady $10, though 
she was too ill to appear. Then to Gor­ 
don he said in broken English: “if you 
intend marry dat girl I advise you wt*ch 
her closely, and 
if you m arry her 
w atch her closer; her m orals be bad.” 
T his was too m uch for the Englishm an, 
and be sprang forward to floor the Judge, 
b ut Colonel Hughes, C hief of Police, in- 
teriered and got the enraged Mr. Gordon 


out of Court. It is is said that a suit for 
heavy damages is threatened against the 
city, and we trust that the plaintiff will 
recover smart money. The remark of the 
Court was such as to justify the indigna­ 
tion of young Gordon, and perhaps his 
assault. It has come to a pretty pass in­ 
deed, when magistrates can blacken the 
character of one’s bride by unsolicited ad­ 
vice from the bench. The officers who ar­ 
rested Gordon might have takeu him with­ 
out invoking force had they disclosed their 
official character, aud the refusal of bail to 
Gordon and the lady was also an outrage, 
for which, let us hope, the plucky young 
Englishman will make some one pay. 


T h e Judiciary Committee of the House 
has reported the “original package” bill 
with an amendment more dangerous than 
the Senate hill. The amendment pro­ 
vides that “any article of commerce im­ 
ported into any State shall be subject to 
the laws of such State.” The danger of 
such a law resides in the construction of 
which it would he susceptible, that would 
stop importation at the State line. Now 
if we are to have commerce between the 
States, and it is to lie mutual aud amica­ 
ble, there must be guaranty of delivery. 
When goods are delivered, the act of com­ 
merce ceases and State regulation applies. 
There is an ultra State rights’ doctrine 
and there is a reasonable one. The States 
should control their own affairs, and make 
their own police regulations and exercise 
all reserved rights, but the constitutional 
conferment of commercial regulation upon 
Congress carries with it the declaration 
that the citizens of the several States may 
trade with each other under such regula­ 
tion, and that it shall not be prohibitive 
regulation. Rut it would be competent 
and wise for Congress to declare what is a 
commercial original package, and to enact 
that vials, glasses, test-tubes, nut-shells 
and single bottles singly to addresses are 
not commercial packages, and that the 
right to import does not carry with it the 
right to retail by any sort of evasion. 


At W aterbury, Conn., lately there was 
a typhoid epidemic. Forty persons af­ 
flicted traced their ills directly to a dairy 
from which they received milk. Among 
those of this number who died, one was 
Mr. Weld, the City Engineer, a memlier 
of the City Board of Health and a sani­ 
tarian of acknowledged ability and long 
experience. No man in that community 
had done more than Mr. Weld to con­ 
serve the public health. Yet he and all 
his associates overlooked the one source of 
danger from which an assault finally came. 
But the people will profit by the lesson. 
Not only must there be inspection of water 
supply, but there must be inspection of 
the dairies from which cities draw their 
milk supply. Had the herd of cows that 
were kept upon the place near Waterbury, 
where the conditions were unsanitary, been 
inspected, say twice or thrice a year, it 
would have been revealed in time that the 
farm was in bad condition, the cattle dis­ 
eased and the milk stored and put into cans 
in a place where the emanations of foul, 
undischarged sewage tainted the atmos­ 
phere. 


T h e notion that there is nothing in a 
book of marketable value except the 
paper, binding and print, is one we confess 
we cannot comprehend, yet that is the 
idea the piratical American publishers 
have of foreign books. They boldly de­ 
fend their piracy ou the ground that there 
is no property in the authorship of the 
text. Two large firms engaged in such 
piracy have sent to the R ecord-U nion 
long defenses of their action, the whole 
and only burden of which is, that there is 
nothing of value in a book except paper, 
ink and binding. “Literary property,” 
in the estimation of these gentlemen, is a 
visionary thing and of no commercial 
value. 
Dr. F u n k , the pious publisher, who, 
without the owner’s consent, reprinted an 
English work unprotected bv international 
copyright, has forwarded the Messrs. 
Black of Edinburgh, the owners of the 
work, $500 as a share of the profits of the 
piracy. The Messrs. Black have promptly 
returned the money. The very act of pay­ 
ment was confession of moral convic- 
tiou of the piracy. The same code of 
morals that justifies the seizure of the 
product of a publisher’s skill and an 
author’s brains, will fortify the thrust of 
the hand into another’s pocket to abstract 
his purse. 


T he Supreme Court of Minnesota has 
decided that the ownership of a photo­ 
graph taken and retained by a photogra­ 
pher, is in the person who sat for it. 
While the photographer may retain the 
plate, he has not the right to sell it, or 
print copies from it for sale or exposure 
without consent of the sitter. A Court in 
England has recently made a similar 
ruling. It is just, and will tend to check 
what was becoming an evil—the exposure 
of photographic portraits without the 
owner’s consent. 
IV. H. C rane does not s[>eak well of 
the bridge that he crossed in safety. He 
came to the coast with a comedy that 
drew well at exorbitant prices. 
Mr. 
Crane “coined money” in California, was 
well treated and handsomely compli­ 
mented by the press. He returns to New 
York and proceeds to abuse the State and 
sneer at the taste of the people. 
Mr. 
Crane has given us a good lesson for which 
Californians should be duly thankful. 
Will he please to come this way a train ? 


T h e Fall Mall Gazette says, in referring 
to the plea set up by American literary 
pirates, that it is only the foreign publish­ 
er’s name on a book that gives it any dis­ 
tinctive character and makes the pirates 
subject to annoyance: 
We shall be reading next in Bow street reporta 
that the prisoner objected to the mean dodge o7 
using marked moucy, or that the accused, who 
seemed much affected, dcDrecated the grossly 
deceitful way in which the plate was marked 
with the pros cutor's name. 
That is putting it sharply, but it is just. 


The only liquor saloon that was ever 
opened in Moore's Hill, Ind., was “knit 
out” by the temperance women of the 
place. “You see, it was this way,” says a 
citizen. “When the saloon was started 
the women formed in relays and went and 
took their knitting to the saloon. Of 
course that knocked business higher than 
a kite. It was not long Itefore that sa­ 
loon had to be closed, and since that time 
no man has ever had the nerve to start an­ 
other.”

WRITING FOR NEWSPAPERS. 
Sensible W ords W hich lo u rg A uthors 
Should R ead. 
I am very frequently asked whether the 
newspapers is the best starting point for 
young authors, and in this question lies, 
in nine cases out of ten, a grave miscon­ 
ception, writes Edward W. Bok in The 
Jadiéis Home Journal. Many young writers 
believe that work rejected by the monthly 
magazine will find a market with the daily 
newspaper. It seems to be taken for 
granted that the same degree of care is 
unnecessary for newspaper work as for 
magazine writing. “The newspaper dies 
with the day, the magazine lives for a 
month,” is the general feeling; and hence 
the impression that ephemeral work will 
find a ready market with the newspaper. 
It has been my pleasure to write for the 
newspa[»er press of America for six or 
seven years, and I give young writers a 
leaf from my experience ’ when I say to 
them: Do not allow yourselves to believe 
that minor work will find favor with the 
modern American newspaper. 
There is 
just as much demanded of a writer in the 
newspaper editorial office as iu that of the 
monthly magazine. A writer commits the 
greatest mistake of her life, when she 
looks upon the newspaper as a graduating- 
scliool to the magazine. The same stand­ 
ard of grammar and expression set bv the 
magazine holds good with newspapers*. 
here the newspaper offers to the young 
writer an advantage over the magazine, is 
hi its wider field, and its larger capacity. 
Publishing thirty times against the siugie 
issue of a magazine, the newspaper natur­ 
ally absorbs more material, and a writer’s 
chances are correspondingly better. Then, 
too, subjects which are out of the range oí' 
the magazine, fall directly within the 
scope of the newspaper. This is specially 
true of timely articles. The magazines of 
to-day witlt their large circulations, and 
the necessary slower process of printing, 
are prepared so far in advance as to make 
it impossible fur them to get close enough 
to timely happenings to make their dis­ 
cussion of them freslt and interesting. 
With the newspajier this is, of course, dif­ 
ferent, and it is precisely in its ability to 
treat of what is latest and freshest, where­ 
in lies its strength, and iu these respects 
the field is necessarily broadened to the 
writer. 
But, bear in mind, this advantage is 
only one of greater capacity, not of less re­ 
quirement. I)isap|x>iutment can be no 
more certain than when a manuscript is 
sent to a newspajier editor with the belief 
that lie is less critical, or that his constit­ 
uency is less exacting than is the case of 
the monthly magazine. 
Gold iu a G rouse’» Gizzard* 
Roland Ryder, a resident of British 
Columbia, sent us the contents of the giz­ 
zard of a Idue grouse (Itendragapus ob­ 
scuras fuliginosus), which is of rather un­ 
usual interest. The gizzards of gallina­ 
ceous birds commonly contain gravel or 
small stones, together with the commuted 
fragments of the seeds, grains and othei 
food on which the birds have fed. The 
contents of this gizzard, which had been 
washed before we received it, consisted of 
small slate and quartz jtebblcs, among 
which are four little nuggets of gold. This 
specimen came from near the Skagit 
mines, close to the I nited States boundary 
line, and was originally in the jtassession 
of John Chance, the discoverer of the 
Granite Creek mines, near the Smiika- 
rneen river. Mr. Chance killed the grouse 
high up on the mountains near the mines. 
He was alone when lie cut the gizzard 
open, but happening to see one of the lit­ 
tle gold nuggets as he did so, he called-to 
him two other miners who were working 
near by and showed them his odd find. 
The gold is quite coarse and the pieces 
range in weight from that of a No. 8 to a 
No. 4 shot. This gold wvs no doubt 
picked up with the quartz on some gravel 
bar in a river or brook near the spot where 
the bird w.as killed.—Forestand .Sireain.

WINTERS’ WEALTH. 
U pw ards of *100,000 W orth of F ru it 
Shipped This Season, 
fWinters Express.] 
The enterprising fruit shippers of W in­ 
ters again came to the front yesterday by 
loading and shipping two carloads of dried 
apricots for the seasou of ls90—one of them 
consigned to the old and reliable honse of 
Porter Bros. Co., Chicago, the other to the 
equally well known honse of E, P. Loomis 
A Co .’New Y'ork. 
During the past few days there has been 
a great strife here between the houses of 
Lusk & Co., Artusby, Sherman, Marr & 
Higeins and the firms of Porter Bros, and 
Loomis & Co., as to who would get the 
first car of dried fruit out of the State, aud 
our growers take great pride in the fact 
that their efforts were successful—under 
the able direction of their manager, J. M. 
Pettengill, who has been indefatigable and 
untiring in his efforts to secure tbe greatest 
good possible to all shippers in this sec- 
tiou.Iti addition to the above, two heavily 
loaded cars of creen fruit were shipped 
to Chicago and Portland. 
Thus far this season there have been 
shipped since June 1st to the Eastern mar 
kefs from Winters over fifty carloads of 
fruit, bringing the handsome net returns to 
our shippers of over $50,000, and the ship­ 
ments are still going forward, which illus­ 
trates the very material increase of the 
Winters fruit section as a shipping point, 
as the entire Eastern shipments for 1889 
only reached twenty-eight carloads. 
This year 1890 has eclipsed all others in 
the history of Winters, and she has forged 
ahead of all competitors in the shipments 
of fruits aud vegetables. The season was 
three weeks later than usual, owing to the 
long continued and heavy rains of the win­ 
ter ; but since it opened, some six weeks 
ago, great strides have been made by the 
growers. One hundred aud forty-one car­ 
loads of fruit have been forwarded from 
this point, which is an excess of oyer 12 
per cent, on former years. 
_ Of the 141 cars shipped, 41 were con­ 
fined to Chicago, 5 to Omaha, (i to Port­ 
land, 1 to Denver and 1 to New Y'ork— 
making a total of 54 sent East, or 33 cars 
more titan last yeur. It is expected that 
109 cars will he sent East before the season 
closes, and that double the number will be 
forwarded uexi year. 
Thus it will be seen what the possibil­ 
ities of our section are. We not only send 
tae earliest and best fmits that reach the 
markets—both local and Eastern—but we 
are getting a sufficient number of acres to 
insure a daily shipment during the entire 
season. 
Again, a trade with the North lias been 
opened up this year which promises a 
ready and profitable market for all fruit 
and vegetables sent to it—the prices this 
year ruling 150 per cent, above the San 
Francisco market. While a large area of 
land has been planted out during the last 
few years, there are yet hundreds of acres 
of jus; as good land still sown to wheat, 
which can be bought at reasonable figures 
aud converted into orchards and gardens.

F o r a tim e yesterday it looked as th ough 
th e Stocktons were going to treat th e Sac­ 
ram en to s to a second shu t-o u t, and for five 
straig h t innings th e Senators w ere not 
allow ed to Bcore a ru n . 
In th e sam e n u m ­ 
b er of in n in g s th e visitors w ere perm itted 
to tally b ut twice, an d alth o u g h m atters 
looked m ore favorable for Stockton, the 
S acram entos did n ot appear to consider tw o 
ru n s m nch of an obstacle to overcom e. 
In th e six th in ning, after tw o m en were 
out, G odar h it th e ball h ard , d riving it out 
to th e back fence, and sp rin tin g aro u n d the 
bases w ith jn st enough speed to score a 
h o m e-ru n . 
T he crow d in attendance were 
by no m eans as confident th a t th e Sacra­ 
m en to s w ould w in as w ere th e players 
them selves, and G odar’s tim ely four-bagger 
caused m any to rise in th eir seats in the 
grand-stand and give v ent to th eir feelings 
by yelling vociferously. 
T he seventh in n in g was the one in w hich 
th e hom e club took the lead. 
M cH ale’s 
hom e ru n (a h it precisely sim ilar to Go­ 
d a r’s), coupled with oiher safe drives and 
errors by th e visitors, m ade the total n u m ­ 
ber of ru n s for th a t in n in g four. 
T w o of 
these w ere earned. 
One m ore ru n was 
added w hen th e Sacram ento's tu rn cam e 
again, m aking the total six. 
T he Stocktons could not get an y o f their 
ru n n e rs across the plate alter th e second 
in ning. 
H a rp er never fielded his position better 
since he has played w ith th e Sacrum entos. 
B eside pitching an ex trao rd in ary gam e 
(allow ing bu t one hit), he m ade several 
difficult stops in th e vicinity of th e pitch­ 
er’s box, and received th e applause of the 
spectators. 
P erro tt was h it safely ten tim es, b u t nev­ 
ertheless proved his ability as a pitcher by 
m aking som e of th e hom e n ine batters ap­ 
pear ridiculous a t tim es w hen attem pting 
to h it his curves. 
W ith o u t doubt he has 
m ore and better curves th an any pitcher in 
th e league. 
H e can throw a bail directly 
a t a baiter and give it snch a tw ist th at 
w hen it nears th e hom e-plate it takes an 
outw ard shoot and clears th e end of the 
bat by nearly a foot. 
D uane gave h im fair 
support, but his fielders did som e very poor 
p laying at critical tim es. H olliday allow ed 
a tu n by p erm itting an easy grounder to 
roll betw een his legs, and errors by D uane, 
Selna and F ad g er were n ot to be excused. 
T here was very little w ork for th e Sacra­ 
m ento infielders, w ith th e exception of 
Beitz, an d eight of the Stocktons w ere u n ­ 
fortunate enough to knock th e ball his 
way or to try to steal second base. 
Stapleton held on to everything at first 
base, and did som e good stick-w ork. B ow ­ 
m an and G oodenough were also q u ite ef­ 
fective at th e bat. 
Two double plays by the Sacram entos 
were w orthy of special m ention. 
T he 
first, in w hich D aly, B ow m an and Staple­ 
ton participated, sh u t a Stockton ru n n e r 
out at the plate, and th e second one was a 
neat play by G odar and Stapleton. 
T he Sacram entos appeared in th eir new 
uniform s, and ibe ladies all voted them 
beauties.

AT T H E B A T. 


STATE B0ABD OF EXAMINEES., 


Secretary B o ruck Com es to the D efense 
o f Its M em bers and C leik. 
E ds. R eco rd U nion: Iu your issue of 
this morniDg yea take occasion to criticise 
the apparent delay in the transaction of 
business on the part of the Board of Ex­ 
aminers, and particularly od the part of S. 
P. Maslin, its Secretary. You do the latter 
a great injustice. He is faithful and pains­ 
taking in the discharge of bis official dnties, 
for which he receives $1,800 per annum, 
and saves the State not lees than $15 000 
each year in cutting down overcharges in 
claims presented for payment. 
I admit 
there is an accumulation of bussDess on 
the Secretary’s desk, which has been the 
means of entailing laziness on the gentle­ 
men employed in the Controller’s office, 
but they, and not Mr. Maslin, are responsi­ 
ble for this state of affairs. 
In the first ¡biennial message of Governor 
Waterman, made to the Legislature, was 
the following recommendation: 
I strongly recommend and earnestly request 
that your honorable bodies provide for the 
creation of a Board of Examiners, which shall 
take the place of the present ex officio Board, 
whose duties will be the same, with some few 
additions, caused by the growth and demands 
of the State’s business, and wbo.se powers will 
not be so circumscribed. 
This new Board 
should not alone take the place of the Board of 
Examiners, but should also |>erlorm the duties 
of the State Capitol Commissioners, and act as a 
State Board of Charities. They should have the 
power and authority to (at least once every fis­ 
cal year, and as often as they deem necessary), 
expert the books of the difterent institutions of 
the State. They should have the power to com­ 
pel any institution to change its form of book­ 
keeping, to conform to a general system that 
should be introduced throughout the different 
deoartments of the State government. They 
should have the power to inaugurate and com­ 
pel the introduction of a perfect ami thorough 
system of business in ail departments, 'lhey 
should exercise a supervision over all public 
buildings iu the course of construction, and ap­ 
prove all contracts made by any department or 
institution ol the Sta'e; and they should super­ 
vise the management and control of ail Orpnan 
Asylums and Homes for Aged Indigents. 
'Ihe creation of such a Board with such pow­ 
ers aud duties would be productive of much 
good. It would reorganize the business system 
of the .State. It would satisfy and silence for­ 
ever the ominous complaints of the State’s 
creditors against the State. 
It would instill a 
healthy growth and vigorous life in the weak 
financial policy ol the State. 
It would knit to­ 
gether aud bring into closer union with the 
State her numerous Boards, Commissions and 
institutions, which have during the past years 
been gradually widening the breach between 
the creator and the creature. 
In the interest of thorough business principles 
and good government, I earnestly ask that you 
create such a Board of Examiners. 
Had this sensible and useful recom­ 
mendation been permitted to become a 
law, the laziness which the gentleman in 
the Controller’s office claim has been en­ 
tailed upon them by Mr. Maslin would 
have been obviated. But when this recom­ 
mendation was formulated iu a bill aud 
presented to the Legislature for action, 
every gentleman in the Controller's office, 
with every other Democrat in the Capitol 
building (including the porters, front and 
rear), rallied in force to beat it, and suc­ 
ceeded on the ground that, as Governor 
Waterman was a Republican, he would 
appoint Republicans on the Board (al­ 
though he agreed to appoint one Demo­ 
crat), and for the additional reason that it 
was anti-Catholic in sentiment and intent.

bills. The session opened as a Board of 
Equalization, then some work was done in 
the Supervisorial line, after which the busi­ 
ness continued to alternate. 
M. Fay asked for a reduction of the 
assessment on the Eldred Honse property 
on K street, between Tenth and Eleventh, 
from $9,000 to $S,000, the same as last year. 
The real estate is assessed at $6,000 and the 
improvements at $3,000, and the reduction 
is asked for on the latter. 
John Gruhler asked to have the assess­ 
ment of $5,600 on the north half of lot 1. 
I and J, Ninth and Tenth streets, reduced 
to $5,000. 
Mrs. C. Phelan asked to have the assess­ 
ment on 142 acres one mile east ot the city 
reduced from $200 to $150 per acre. 
J. 8. JoDes asked for a reduction from 
$1,500 to $1,050 on the improvements on 
the east quarter of the north half of lot 4, 
in the block between Fourth and Fifth 
streets, L and M. 
H. Leinbach—Real estate (786 acres) and 
improvements, from $23,050 to $22,500.

TRAPPING LIONS. 


H ow th e G reat B e a sts a re C ap tured 
Z o o lo g ica l G ard en s. 
N o doubt you have all wondered many 
a tim e how it is possible to capture a full- 
grown lion in his native wilds w ithout 
wounding him, and w ithout his wounding 
or killing some of his captors. 
A man 
whose business it is to supply the demands 
of dealers in wild animals, has been tell­ 
ing the New Y ork Sun all about it. 
H ere 
is the most interesting part of his story: 
I was at Cairo, Egypt, when I received 
a letter from the great Ham burg dealer in 
wild animals th at sent me off down the 
Red Sea at a day’s notice. 
I was to drop 
the hunt for certain curiosities I was after 
in th at direction and run down the African 
coast and fill an order for lions. 
* 
* 
A t the end of the third day, being then 
forty miles from the coast, we found signs 
so plenty th at we made a perm anent camp. 
It was in a grove on the bank of the 
stream, and to the west of us was a sandy 
plain, with here and fhere a grove of 
scrub, and to the east a sandy, broken 
country, with rocky ledges cropping out 
at intervals. 
The fir* thing to be done next day was 
to construct two cages. 
They were 'made 
of stout cane, growing along the banks of 
the river, and after the manner of a crock­ 
ery crate. 
W e also had our goods to un­ 
pack, and it was two days before we got 
around to the business in hand. 
There were two ways th at promised us 
success in capturing lions, and we arranged 
to try both of them. 
I had three large 
bear traps made on purpose to hold this 
sort of game, and these we took over and set 
about the drinking place, each one being 
hidden under the soil and fastened to a 
stake driven firmly in the ground. To the 
east of the spot where we corraled our cat­ 
tle we dug four pits about twelve feet 
deep. 
These pits were on a line with each 
other, and about twenty rods apart. 
They 
were four feet wide and eight feet long, 
looking more like graves than anything 
else. 
Each one was covered over with 
light canes and grass, and then a light cov­ 
ering of sand hid all traces of our work. 
The next night was fair and starlight, 
and the sun had scarcely gone down when 
we heard the roar of a lion. About an hour 
after dark a commotion among our cattle 
proved th at the beasts were skulking about, 
and I took my rifle and went among the 
herders aud cautioned them not to fire a 
musket, unless absolutely necessary to pre­ 
vent an attack. 
From the northern edge of the corral I 
could see three lions moving about over 
the plain—a male, a female and a half­ 
grown cub. 
They acted as you have seen 
a cat vihen approaching a bird on the 
ground, but after a hit the male got scent 
of me, and stood still and began to roar. 
As nearly as I could make out, he was 
close to one of the pits, and I fired over his 
head to scare him . 
The bullet cut very 
close to him, and he sprang sideways with 
a fierce growl. 
N ext moment we heard a 
muffled roaring, and the natives cried out 
that the lion had fallen into the pit. 
I felt sure th at this was the case from 
the way the other two acted. 
W e could 
see them running around in a circle, and 
they kept up a great whining and growl­ 
ing. 
W ^firal upon them after a bit and 
drove them ofl, and the night passed w ith­ 
out a lion’s coming near us. 
As soon as it 
was light enough to see some of the men 
went out and found a big lion at the bot­ 
tom of one of the pits. 
W hen I get my 
first look at him he was sitting on end like 
a dog, his ears cocked forward and look­ 
ing up with his eyes full of curiosity. 
W hen we gathered around him after 
breakfast, however, he soon got mad, and 
made up his mind to give us a fight. 
If he had had the room I think he 
could have leaped out of the pit. Cramped 
as he was, he could make an astonishing 
eftort at it, and after every failure his 
growls and snarls were something to make 
one shiver. 
We had some bark and grass nets for 
just such a purpose. 
W hen one was 
spread out and dropped down upon the 
captive he began to tear at it, and by­ 
dropping in two more he was soon tangled 
up by his own actions until helpless to 
move. 
Then we got a rope under him by 
means of a pole, placed the cage conven­ 
ient, and as he was elevated the rope was 
led through the cage, so as to pull him 
into it. 
H e made a fight for it, but it was 
no use, and within an hour after we began 
work he was safely caged. 
The net was 
then cut away as far as we could reach 
it, and two of the natives set off with the 
cage for Berliena. Poles were run through 
it so that it hung like a sedan chair, and 
the ftllows could travel with it at the rate 
of two miles an hour. 
We got nothing in our traps at the 
drinking place, and for the n e tt three 
nights it seemed as if the lious liad left 
that 
neighborhood 
entirely. 
On the 
morning of the fourth day, it being cool 
and cloudy, I rode'up the river about five 
miles to the edge of a valley, rich with 
grass, in hopes of getting some fresh meat. 
I left my horse in a small grove and went 
off on foot to stalk a herd of ten or twelve 
hartbeesLs that were quietly feeding w ithin 
pistol shot of a lone bush. 
I got down on 
my hands and knees to creep to this bush 
for cover, and as I was to leeward of the 
game they fed on without the least suspi­ 
cion of my presence. 
Creeping forward 
foot hy foot I had come w ithin five feet of 
the bush when I scented a lion. 
You 
know how the cages in a circus or zoologi­ 
cal garden smell. 
The sleeping [dace of a 
wild lion is ten times as strong, and I 
should have got the scent before I did had 
the wind been stronger. 
No sooner did I get the suspicion th at a 
lion was close at hand tiian 1 drew back, 
hut at the first move there was a roar, a 
rush, and I fell flat just as a lion bounded 
up and sailed straight over me. 
I could 
have touched him by extending ray arm. 
I was up like a flash, with my rifle'readv 
for a shot, but there was no danger. 
The 
lion was galloping away toward the ridge 
as fast as he could go, and when 1 sent a 
bullet after him he increased his pace and 
did not once look back. 
I hat -ante night the lions returned in 
force, and liefore the evening was an hour 
old we had to double the guard around 
the corral. 
We hojxxl the pits would 
catch some of them, but when morning 
came we found them unoccupied. 
We 
were 
in luck with the traps, however. 
Riding over to the ford after breakfast, 1 
|onnd a magnificent male lion fast in the 
jaws of the trap, taught by both forelegs 
at the joints 
1 saw him when yet a long 
way oft, and he also saw me and renewed 
Ins exertions to free himself. W hen I had 
brought up a party of the natives we sat 
down to see the fun. 
It was a sandy shore, and I believe the 
lion had filing three wagon loads of sand 
about in his struggles. 
H e had bitten the 
trap and chain until tliev were covered 
with blood, and he had scratched and dug 
with his hind feet until he had scooped 
out a hollow that almost hid him from . 
our sight. 
We let him work for an h o u r/ 
l>efere making a move, and he finallv tired 
him self out and lay down and whined like 
a dog. 
Then we attached the nets to poles and 
enveloped him, and as soon as he was 
tangled up we got him into a cage and re­ 
leased him from the trap. 
It was three 
days before he got the use of his forelegs 
at all, ami a fortnight before the lameness 
entirely disapjieared.
